violations of 8 U.S.C. § 1326 (Re-entry of Deported Aliens), all arising from an arrest at or near the

sitting in Yuma, Arizona, would be the closest available Magistrate Judge, are automatically

referred to a United States Magistrate judge who shall, provided that the defendant and government

consent in writing, thereafter conduct plea proceedings pursuant to Rule 11, Federal Rules of

4. whether there exists a factual basis for the plea(s).
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The Magistrate Judge shall make recommendations whether the plea of guilty and the plea
agreement should be accepted by a District Judge.
